1 .1 Outline of IOL-ST Print Manager 



Installing the software to a computer connected with the AL-Scan or CEM-530 over a LAN 
enables the AL-Scan or CEM-530 outputs data in JPEG format that can be printed as a Report 
(Print function using an external printer). 

^ Note | • To print out the data output from the AL-Scan or CEM-530 in JPEG format as a Report, a 
shared folder needs to be created. 

• IOL-ST Print Manager starts up automatically at Windows system startup and monitors the 
specified shared folders. Activating and exiting the software is unnecessary. 

• The IOL-ST Print Manager is also equipped with the OPD Database Save function. The 
OPD Database Save function can be used only when the IOL-ST Print Manager is used 
with the NIDEK REFRACTIVE POWER/CORNEAL ANALYZER OPD-SCAN III and IOL- 
Station. 

* The screens shown in the manual may differ from the actual ones depending on the OS of the com- 
puter.

1.2 Screen Description 



This is the menu screen of the IOL-ST Print Manager. This screen is displayed by double-clicking the 
icon C in the task tray at the bottom right of the Windows screen.

1.3 Print function using external printer 



The AL-Scan and CEM-530 output measurement results in JPEG format which can be printed as 
a report on standard copy paper (A4 size). The function prints out the JPEG data from a shared 
folder using an external printer.

(1) IOL-ST Print Manager starts up automatically at Windows system startup and monitors 
the shared folder where the print data is stored. 

(2) JPEG data to be printed out is output from the AL-Scan or CEM-530 to the print data 
shared folder. 

(3) IOL-ST Print Manager transfers the JPEG data stored in the print data shared folder to 
the work folder and prints out the JPEG data stored in the work folder using an external 
printer. After printing is complete, the JPEG data is deleted from the work folder. 

• To use the print function using an external printer, IOL-ST Print Manager must be installed 
on a PC that can perform printing using an external printer. 

• Do not delete or change the name of the print data shared folder. 

Malfunction of the IOL-ST Print Manager may result. 

• The files other than JPEG data remain in the print data shared folder depending on the 
settings of the AL-Scan or CEM-530. 

If there are more than 10 files in the print data shared folder, pressing the External Print button dis- 
plays a message and opens the Windows Explorer. Delete any unnecessary files.

1 .3.1 Print procedure 



The print procedure differs depending on the print mode. The factory setting is Sequential Print 
mode. 



Sequential Print

Sequential Print is selected in the Print Mode field of the External Print window. 
When JPEG data is saved to the print data shared folder, the JPEG data is 
automatically transferred to the work folder and printed out. After printing is complete, 
the JPEG data is deleted. 


Batch Print mode 


Batch Print is selected in the Print Mode field of the External Print window. 
When JPEG data is saved to the shared folders for print data, the JPEG data is 
automatically stored in the work folder. To print out the JPEG data, follow the procedure 
below. 



Print procedure for Batch Print mode
